Coinage and Send 


A SOLID SILVER DELEGATION TO CHICAGO 


The Last Kicks of the Disgruntled 
Gold Men—The Effort To Get a 
Compromise Will Fail. 


Montgomery, Ala. April 20.—(Stafr Cor- 
respondence to The Constitution.)—Silver is 
in the saddle in Alabama! 

It is a foregone conclusion tonight that 
the state convention, which assemblies to- 
morrow, will declare for free coinage at 16 
to 1, and that the Alabama delegation to 
Chicago will vote as a unit upon lines laid 
down by Captain Joseph F. Johnsion in 
the glorious campaign through which he 
has just passed. And that is not the whole

of the story of the contest in which the 
implacables were routed. 

Alabamians who have been outside of the 
party for six years are back in the old 
camp, where they propose to fight it cut 
with the enemies of the people, and main- 
tain the sterling principles of true’ democ- 
Tacy. 

A Look at the Campaign. 

It is just six years ago that a notable 
convention assembled upon Capitol hill. 
There were two opposing wings of the par- 
ty, one of which secured advantage through 

=the cammittee on. credentials, and held on 
to it. .The defeated wing had ne‘tther the 
hand of brotherhood nor the balin of fra- 
ternity extended to it, but whatever of 
venom the local party organ had was pour- 
ed upon the heads of its members, rather 
than upon the open enemy in the field. Cap- 
tain Joseph F. Johnston, working harmo- 
niously with the successful wing of the

the unsuccessful wing. In the election of 
Gcvernor Oates Captain Johnston did such 
good work that he was looked upon as the 
next nominee—the one tnan who could weld 
together the discordant elements, and re- 
gtcre peace to the party councils 
of Alabama. Tt was wish 
that national politics should not 
be dragged into a state contest, but 
despite all this those who get their cue 
from abroad, rather than from home, dra- 
gooned Richard H. Ciarke into the race, 
after an unsuccessful attempt to force Gov- 
ernor Oates to accept a second term. An 
incorsement of the gold @orstruction of the 
national platfotm was demanded as the 
only issue, and daily, since that time, the 
columns of The Advertiser have been filled 
with denunciations of silver democrats and 
Captain Johnston in particular.

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A FREE COINAGE 
VICTORY IT WAS 


When Peoria Was Selected as the 
Place for Holding 


ILLINOIS’ STATE CONVENTION 


Ex-Mayor Hopkins Surprised His Gold 
Standard Friends 


BY VOTING WITH THE FREE COINAGE MEN 


An Interview with Governor Altgeld. 
The Indorsement of Him by the 
Gold People Was Misleading. 


Chicago, April 20.—(Special.)—Free coin- 
age and Peoria swept ‘tha meeting of 
the democratic state ce tral committee 
here today. 

Peoria was the free coinage ‘ving’s se- 
lection as the meeting place of the state 
conventioa cn June 28d und-the single 
Standard ‘nen wented Springfield. The di- 
vision was clean-cut and was well under- 
stccd. The result was Peoria as the selee- 
tion by a vete of 21 to 9. 

The result of the meeting shows that 
the free coinage men have absolute control 
of the situation in Illinois and that the 
gold people cannot possibly show up at the 
irish. They may have hopes, but they 
have no chance for victory. 

It was expected that ex-Mayor Hopkins, 
who is made a most insistent gold man in 
the columns of the Chicago papers, would 
be in the meeting for the purpose of test- 
ing the free coinage strength by leading 
a bolt to Springfield. It was another fond 
delusion dissipated, ‘‘Peoria!” stoutly yell- 
ed the ex-mayor, when his name was call- 
ed. 

The single standard men industriously 
floated a rumor which declared that Chair- 
man Gahan, of Cook county central com- 
mittee, had gone for gold, but he announc- 
ed for free coinage and the Crawford law 
primaries, which it is conceded will give 
the gold men their best opportunity of 
victory. 

“We can beat the single standard men 
a Standstill,”” said Gahan. ‘““‘They may 
have a single standard, but they haven't 
a single chance of victory.’ 

In fact, in order to influence the state 
central committee and the state conven- 
tion as well, the gold people indorsed Alt- 
geld for governor. Of this the governor 
Says in an interview today: 

“Some of them meant it honestly, but 
by others it was a sly move to mislead 
my friends. Those who know me, know ! 
am for free coinage. None of the sophists, 
hired to maintain the gold standard, has 
yet told the laborers how they can get the 
valuable gold dollar They talk about. The 
laborer can only prosper when there is a 
demand for his labor. The gold dollar, by 
reducing prices, while all fixed charges 
remain the same, destroyed the purchasing 
power of the country and thus destroved 
the market for the only thing the laborer 
had to sell—that is his labor. 

“The continuation of the 
standard means the permanent 
tion of the great toiling* producing masses 
of this country and I shall do what little 
I can to prevent this. 1 shall do what | 
can to restore the free coinage of gold and

GROSVENOR’S FIGURES. 


How He Divides the Delegates Elected 
This Week. 

Indianapolis, Ind., April 20.—In all 
tables sent out from Washington each 
week by General Grosvenor, the thirty 
delegates in Indiana have been placed in 
the McKinley column and they have been 
conceded to him on all hands, although 
Only twenty-six of them have been elected. 
Jt is believed, however, fourteen or fifteen 
of these votes will never go to McKinlev 
Whether the name of Harrison is brought 
before the convention or not. The men on 
the delegation who threatened to @olt 
McKinley are warm personal admirers of 
Harrison and their resentment has been 
aroused by the character of the McKinley 
campaign in Indiana, led by Chairnran 
Gowdy, of the state committee. Mr. Gowdy 
has declared that the state convention 
shall instruct for McKinley even if it re- 
quires a bitter fight and the Harrison 
people accuse him of inspiring certain 
paragraphs that are appearing in country 
newspapers to the effect that Indiana 
would have been for McKinley even had 
Harrison been a candidate. Harry New, 
one of the delegates, said yesterday that 
he saw no reason why a friend of Harrison 
might not be the consistent friend of Me- 
Kinley; that these men had come to Mc- 
Kinley only after Harrison had written 
his letter, but that if this sort of cam- 
paign were continued and the questions of 
instructions forced to an issue, they wouid 
take it upon themselves to demonstrate 
in the St. Louis convention that Indiana's 
first love is Harrison, and that a cam- 
paign made upon the line of belittlement 
of him could not be successful in this state.

THE SENATE ROUTINE. 


Bord Issue Investigation Up—Indian 
Appropriation Bill Considered. 


Washington, April 2.—No actual progress 
in the work of legislation was made in the 
senate today. The resolutifbn for an in- 
vestigation into the recent bond issues 
came to the surface on two or three oc- 
casions, but Senator Hill was not inclined 
to yield an inch of the right of the senate 
debate on the resolution, or to 
indicate any #ime when a vote might be 
reached. On the other hand, the, chairman 
and members of the committee on. appro- 
priations, insisted on the importance of 
getting along with the great appropriation 
bills. Finally Mr. Peffer, author of the 
bond resolution, consented, reluctantly, to 
have that resolution laid aside until the 
appropriation bills now beforee the senate 
are disposed of. It is still the unfinished 
business, however, and as such will be 
entitled to a formal presentation to the 
senate at 2 o'clock every day. 

The Indian appropriation bill was under 
consideration the Whole day, but did not 
advance a single step. The propositions 
on the subiects of the [Indian schools were 
passed over informally, on account of 
the absence of Mr. Carter, republican of 
Montana, who had offered an amendment 
to strike out the house provisions on that 
subject. 

And then the senate got into a tangle 
on an amendment reported by the com- 
mittee on appropriations for the payment 
of the fees of some fifteen attorneys for 
legal services—characterized as ‘‘lobby- 
ing’’—rendered to the ‘‘old settlers or 
western Cherokees.’ There was a good 
deal of controversy on this subject, in 
which Mr. Chandler took a leading part. 
The matter had not been brought to an 
issue when the bill was laid aside for the 
day. 

Notice was given by Mr. Vilas that on 
Wednesday, the 29th of April, he would

WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


A Favorable Report To Be Made on the 
Tennessee Centennial Bill. 

Washington, April ‘20.—The wavs and 
means committee today erdered u favora- 
ble report on che bill of Mr. Washington, 
of Tennessee, authorizing foreign exhibitors 
at the Tennessee centennial exposition, to 
be held in Nashville, Tenn., in 1897, to bring 
to this country foreign laborers from their 
respective countries for the purpose of pre- 
paring for and making their exhibits and 
allowing articles impurted ‘from foreign 
countries for the.sole purpose of exhibi- 
tion at that exposition to be imported free 
of duty, under regulations prescribed by 
the secretary of the treasury. 

The sundry civil bill as it-passed «he house 
is the smallest since 1882, and it is claimed 
for the senate committee that the large in- 
crases made were due to the fact that the 
senate refused to appropriate sufficient to 
supply the various departments during the 
whole of the fiscal year, which the Dill is 
supposed to cover. The estimates called for 
$40,475,653, and the house only appropriated 
$29,836,992. The senate increased this by 
$5,121,850. The same. hill for the current 
year carries an apprypriation of $46,500,900. 
The senate bill is less than the present law 
more than $11,500,900, and less than the 
estimates bv $5,000,000, 

The chief items of increase are for pul-lic 
buildings, for the light house establishment 
and for the expenses of United States 
courts. 

The amount appropriated 
for the payment of salaries, etc., of 
United States marshals, deputies, ete., 
has been increased from $817,000 to $1,500,- 
000: of district attorneys, increased from 
205,000 to $400,000; regular assistants to 
district attorneys, increased from $65,000 
to $100,000; fees of clerks increased from 
$165,00 to $300,000; support of United States 
prisoners increased from $320,000 to $600,000.

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THEY MET IN GORMAN’S ROOM 


And Conferrea About the Bankruptcy 
Bill. 

Washington, April 20.—A conference of 
democratic senators Was held in Senator 
Gorman's room this afternoon after ad- 
journment, called at the instance of Mr. 
George, who wanted a policy outlined 
with respect to his bankruptcy bill. The 
conference at once decided that inasmuch 
as the proposed business was not political, 
and the republicans were charged with the 
conduct of the business of the senate, it 
could take no action. This result was the 
More easily reached because of the differ- 
ence of opinion as to the merits or de- 
merits of the proposed bill. It was tacitly 
agreed that if the republicans had a plan 
of business mapped out, and it were pre- 
sented to the democrats it would then be 
time enough for the conference ta@ act. 
The drift of opinion, gathered from what 
was said at this conference is that con- 
gress should pass the appropriation bills 
and go home. The idea was expressed by 
several of the democratic leaders that it 
would be all the senate could do to pass 
these bills and get away by June Ist. 


A MONETARY CONFERENCE. 
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Mr. Willis Introduces a Bill in the 
House. 

Washington, April 20.—Mr. Willis, re- 
publican of Delaware, today offered in the 
house a joint resolution authorizing and 
directing the president to invite the com- 
mercial nations of the world to join in an 
international monetary conference to be 
held at as early a date as practicable, for 
the purpose of establishing an international 
standard of ratio between gold and silver 
money. A commission of nine is created— 
three to be members of the house, appoint- 
ed by the speaker; three to be senators, 
and, three to be appointed hy the presi- 
dent. One hundred and fiftv thousand dol- 
lars is appropriated toward the joint ex- 
penses of the conference. 
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Bishoy Gaines Presided. 

Washington, April 20.—The Baltimore 
conference of the African Methodist Eypis- 
copal church, which has beén in session 
here, before adjourning tonight pessed 
strong resolutions of sympathy with the 
people of Cuba now struggling fr their 
indevendence. The conference was cum- 
posed of some of the most learned :egrocs 
in America, representing a church mem- 
bership of 600,000. Bishop J. Gaines, of 
Atlanta, Ga., was the presiding officer, 
Bishops A. Grant, B. T. Tonner and B. 
W. Arnett. associates. 


In Mrs Maybrick’s Behalf. 

Washington, April 20.—Mr. Call presented 
to the senate today a petition signed by 
L. D. Yarrell and A. H. Garland, attor- 
neys for Mrs. Maybrick, addressed to the 
president of the United States, urging this 
government to intervene in behalf of Mrs. 
Maybrick. The petition is accompanied by 
a great number of printed documents and 
ietters from individuals interested in the 
case. 


The Gold Reserve. 
Washington, April 20.—The treasury gold 
reserve today at the close of business 
stood at $125.952,568. The withdrawals for 
the day were $520,600, of which $400,000 was 
taken for export. 


CLEAR ACROSS THE 
ISLAND OF CUBA 


General Weyler Has Built an Impregnable 
Line of Works. 


HE THOUGHT IT WAS AT LEAST 


Insurgents Have Passed It, Though, 
wr 
with Ease. 


GOMEZ HAS A STRONG ARMY ORGANIZED 


However, the Cuban Commander Is 
Looking for a Great Ally When 
the Rains Begin. 


Havana, April 20.—General Weyler has 
succeeded in accomplishing what. Martinez 
Campos and other captains general have 
attempted in vain. 

Hie. has built a trocha across the island 
and kept it intact for two weeks. 

That the present trocha is formidable, 
even the insurgents admit, but they pro- 
fess that it alarms them not at all. When 
Maceo passed through Havana province 
to the west, Weyler_ stationed 10,000 
men along the twenty-one miles from 
Mariel on the north coast to Majana on 


the south and cabled to Madrid announcing 


that the second command of the rebel 
forces was penned up in the western prov- 
ince. 

aceo’s Men Got Over It. 

After staking his reputation on.the adso- 
lute impossibility of Maceo’s crossing he 
found that detached parties of from 100 to 
200 insurgents were gettipg through tne 
line at will. He then bfought all troops 
from other parts of the island that could 
be spared, leaving the eastern and middle 
provinces with forces barely sufficient for 
garrison duty, and practically suspended 
active operations in all but the western 
province. 

This concentration raised the force on the 
trocha to 28,000 and gave 5,000 more for 
use in flyingcolumns,acting in conjunc- 
tion with those on the line. 

The troops were set to work erecting 
forts, digging trenches and building barri- 
cades. 

Worked Day and Night on It. 

The work has been pushed night and day 
and the best trocha Spain has ever built 
in Cuba now confronts Maceo. Through 
the hilly country south from Mariel, re- 
douts have been built for artiliery upon 
every eminence. Between Guanajay and 
Artefisia along the middle part of the line, 
forts and block houses, with earthworks 
between, have been constructed. From 
Majana to the south coast, through marshy 
land a broad ditch bagked witha stock- 
ade with block houses at intervals has 


been resorted to. 

To Cross It Will Ccst Many Lives. 

General Arolus, wno is in command of 
the troops on the line, says the insurgents 
cannot cross without tremendous losses. 
The troops are under arms night and day 
and though they have waited two weeks 
Macev has not attacked the line. This 
fact raised a question as to the value of 
the line from a military standpoint. To 
maintain its strength at all points leaves 
only a few thousand men who can be used 
in aggressive operations. 

Maceo’s own forces, with those of Ban- 
dera and Delgado number about 15,000 men, 
They have been drilled around Lechuza, 
fifteen miles west of the trocha, for two 
weeks. They have plenty of provisions and 
have the whole province of Pinar del Rio 
at their backs. They have some ammuni- 
tion—how much is not known. They nearly 
wiped out of existence the column com- 
manded by Lieuteant Colonel Debos, 
who attempted to drive them out of the 
hills, but who was himself driven tothe 
shores of Cabanas bay. 

Flying Cclumns No Good. 

A second combination of flying columns 
has failed to dislodge the insurgents. Mean- 
while the main body of Spantsh troops 
hold the trocha. 

Maximo Gomez has accepted the situa- 
tion and has directed Maceo to remain in 
Pinar del Rio province. Several large in- 
surgent columns have been ordered into 
Havana province from the east. One of 
these columns numbering 6,000 men, from 
Santiago province, has arrived and is now 
near Quivican, twenty miles south of this 
city. 

Rumor has it that Jose Maceo, brother 
of Antonio, is in command, but this is not 
positively known. It is said that he has 
been relieved of the command in the east- 
ern districts, and General Calixto Garcia, 
who arrived on the Bermuda, has been 
named as his successor. 

Couldn’t Handle a Large Force. 

In Santa Clara, Serafin Sanchez, having 
himself incapable of handling a 
large force of men has been fTelegated to 
second position, Roloff being given com- 
mand in the provinte. Gomez himself as- 
sumed command in Camaguey, Rodrigue 
second, while Antonio Maceo is given com- 
mand in Pinar del Rio. 

An official decree making these changes 
has been issued. 

Gomiez says’ he is satisfied to have 
Maceo remain in the western province, as 
it keeps 25,000 Spaniards stationed on the 
line. Gomez is said to be willing to have 
the Spanish troops hold the line until the 
rainy season sets in, by which time fhey 
will find it a very unhealthy spot. Re- 
ports are already being received of Spanish 
succumbing to the heat, and between the 
wounded and the sick there are fully 15,- 
00) now in hospitals on the island. 


Not Dying but Very Weak. 

The stories about Gomez being at death’s 
door are exaggerations. He is still in com- 
mand and apparently able to keep up some 
time, though his age and the rough cam- 
paign througn which he has passed have 
told upon him. 

The trocha is built to prevent rebel at- 
tacks from the west, and were simulta- 
neously assaults made from both sides its 
military value might nrove to be nil. 

Hasn’t Won His Spurs Yet. 

Yeneral Weyler has won no important 
battle during his two months’ stay and 
has failed to clear Havana and Pinar del 
Rio of insurgents as he set out to do; but 
he has stopped their movement east and 
west through the narrowest part of the 
island. He has kept his word in that, and 
undoubtedly saved himself from the igno- 
m‘nious recall to Spain which was pend- 
ing a fortnight .ago.

A Rich Planter Pays 2 Heavy Ransom 
for His EFelease. 

Havana, April 2®.—General Meliquizo re- 
ports that his command has dispersed par- 
ties of rebels near Jaruco, yrovince of 
Havana. The reDdels lost ten killed and 
the troops six wounded. 

The gunboat Centinela fired upon a 
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party of rebels who were attacking a boat 
Carrying supplies at Estero, near Man- 
zanillo. Nine men, forming part of the 
boat's crew of thirteen, were disabled by 
the fire of the rebels. In a further en- 
easement up the river between the rebels 
and the gunboat five more Spaniards were 
wounded.

TAXED OUT OF PROPORTION 


Is What Chaplin Says Land Is in 
Great Britain. 

London, April 20.—In the house of com- 
mons today Henry Chaplin, president of 
the local government board, introduced a 
bill providing for the reduction of rates 
on agricultural lands. In the course of his 
speech Mr. Chaplin declared that 
land was at present taxed out of all propor- 
tion to its ability to bear the burden. The 
time had come, he said, when land must 
be relieved and the government proposed 
to that end after the close of the fiscal 
year in March, 1897, instead. of assessing 
the whole ratable value upon land to 
impose a tax of only half cf its ratabie 
value, allowing the buildings thereon io 
remain assessed at their full vaiue as 
heretofore. This, he said, would cause a 
deficiency of £1,500,000, which would be met 
by half yearly payments from the treasury 
to the local county authorities, to whom 
the sum of £975,000 was also allotted by 
the buidget for the purpose of reducing 
the agricul*ural rating. He had no doubt, 
he said, that the relief under the provisions 
of the bill would go largely to tne ten- 
ants. 

Sir Henry H. Fowler, who Was secre- 
tarv of state for India in the late liberal 
ministry, said that the country haji known 
t._mes of neavier local taxation than was 
now assessed. The b'‘ll offered by the pres- 
ident of the local government board, he 
said, was simply a proposal to hand over to 
a sectional class £1,500,600 a year drawn from 
the pockets of the general ratepayers and 
furnished no real remedy for the prgva- 
lent agricultural distress. The imposiuon 
of local taxation might be unfair, but its 
unfairness was stronger against the towns 
than against the country. The Dill said 
nothing about Scotland and Ireland, though 
the latter, as was well Known, possessed 
a strong claim to a fair share of relief. 
The opposition, he declared, would meet 
the bill with most uncompromising resist- 
ance as a grossly unjust and- inexpedient 
measure. 

Sir Charles Dilke denounced the measure, 
which, he declared, tended to_ increase the 
existing unequal rating, and instead of 
trying to relieve dl ol added to the 

, he landlords. 
¥ biz Soh gjurden Haldane, member 
for H Hnttons ire, said that if the pos- 
sibility of such a bill becoming a law had 
been known at the time of the last elec- 
tions the government* Would not have a 
majority of members from the boroughs. 
He predicted that in a few years after the 
passage of the measure, should it pass, the 
farmers would not thank the government 
for it. 

Mr. John Dillon, leader of the anti- 
Parnellites, declared that the bill was an 
outrage on Ireland. If it were passed, 
Ireland ought to receive from 40 to # per 
rent of the grant. 
“Sir William Vernon Harcourt, the liberal 
leader in the house, said he doubted if 
the house knew the magnitude of the pro- 
posals centained in the bill. It was bv 
far the greatest financial question that had 
been opened within experience in parlia- 
ment. 

Mr. Chaplin, replying to the criticisms 
on the bill, contended that the untonists 
had pledged such a measure before the 
elections. The bill then passed its first 


reading. 


THF BERMUDA’S NEW CAPTAIN. 


Manager Hart, of That Vessel, Wants 
a Change of Registry. 

Philadelphia, April 20.—The steamer Ber- 
muda. which has become so well Known in 
connection with an alleged Cuban filibuster- 
ing expedition, and whose manager, John 
D. Hart, tfirat mate, Kdward Mur- 
phy, and late captain, John ©’ Brien, are un- 
der $1,000 bail each for trial at the United 
States court in New York, for aiding in 
the expedition, will probably leave this 
port for Jamaica on Wednesday.

LOOKING AFTER DIAZ. 


Mr. Black, of Georgia, Gets To Work 


at Once. 

Washington, April 20.—Representative 
Black, of Georgia, had an interview today 
with state department officials tn regard 
to the Rev. Diaz, the Cuban missionary 
who is under arrest in Havana for com- 
plicity in the insurrection. 

After the interview Mr. Black said that 
there was no doubt that Diaz had taken 
Out naturalization papers during his resi- 
dence in the United States and that he is 
a citizen of the United States. 

The state department, he said, will see 
that Diaz is given a fair trial, and is ac- 
corded his rights as an Amerizan citizen. 
Many requests are coming to members 
from the southern states, from Baptist 
churches, which contribute to the sup- 
port of the missionary work carried on 
by Diaz. The congressmen Will use their 
influence to secure the missionary’s re- 
lease. There is, however, nothing to be 
done by members of congress except to 
request the department of siate to use its 
power in Diaz's behalf.

Congregations Petition for 


His Releace. 

Columbus, Ga., April 20.—(Special.)—The 
Baptists of Columbus, in common with 
those of other cities of the state, are greatly 
aroused over the arrest and imprisonment, 
on political charges, at Havana, by the 
Spanish authorities, of A. J. Diaz, the 
Baptist missionary to Cuba, and who has 
general charge of the Baptist missions on 
the island. In common with those else- 
where, the Baptists of Columbus love and 
admire very greatly Dr. Diaz, who is one 
of the church’s most noted and successful 
missionaries.

Greenesboro Stirred Up. 

Greenesboro, Ga., April 20.—(Special.)— 
The Greenesboro Bautists and their friends 
are profoundly stirred over the arrest and 
imprisonment of Dr. A. J. Diaz in Cuba. 
There was held at the Baptist church last 
night a mass meeting during which the 
situation as to Baptist mission -work’ in 
Cuba was discussed by the pastor, J. H. 
Gambrell, in impassioned terms. The hearts 
of the people are stirred and a collection 
of $55 was taken up for Dr. Diaz’s benefit. 

The Baptists here, as the following reso- 
lutions adopted last night indicate, will 
stand by Dr. Diaz to the last ditch. They 
believe in him thoroughly. The following 
are the resolutions adopted:

liberation of Brother Diaz.’ 

The flowing. by instruction of. the 
church, was wired to Dr. I. T. Tichenor, 
secretary of the Home Mission Board, this 
morning:

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CAUSED A STAMPEDE. 
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A Very Unusual Occurrance on Luckie 
Street Yesterday Afternoon. 

The fact that a guilty conscience is its 
own acctfser was forcibly illustrated on 
Luckie street yesterday afternoon. A crowd 
of about sixty negroes was returning to the 
city on a Chattahoochee river street car, 
from Bolton, where they had been enjoy- 
ing an old-fashioned picnic. Do2ca:ur street 
whisky and razors were predominant 
among the crowd. and there had been sev- 


«tal fights durirg the day. 

The idea became prevalent that the ef- 
ficers had beén notified of the rows and 
were going to meet the incoming car and 
arrest the whole gang. About 6 oclock the 
picnickers started on acar for the city, and 
at Jones avenue Officer Jones happened to 
board the car, entirely ignora‘it of the sus- 
picions of the negroes. On Luckie street 
Officer Harris happened to catch the same 
ear fer the city, aud when the fang suw 
Officer Jones motion to him to come to the 
rear, they thought that their time had 
come. 

The car was going down Luckie street at 
a good speed. There was a sudden stir 
among the passengers, and in less time 
than it could be told about thirty-five ne- 
groes were found sprawling on the hard 
belgian blocks and were running in every 
direction. Nearly all of them were more 
or less seriously injured, and in tess time 
than two minutes there was not a passen- 
ger on the car except the officers, who did 
not realize for some time that they were 
the cause of the stampede.

STRICKEN WITH PARALYSIS. 


An Old Citizen of Columbus Dies. 
Cases in Court, Etc. 


Columbus, Ga., April 20.—(Special.)—The 
death of Colonel William Munday, one of 
Columbus’ oldest citizens, and who was 
among the most gallant of the soldiers that 
wore the gray, occurred shortly after 10 
o’clock last night at his home on Third ave- 
nue. In the spring of 1885, Colonel Mun- 
day suffered a stroke of paraiysis, since 
Which time he has been in ill health. A 
week or two ago he suffered a second stroke 
which resulted in his death last night. The 
deceased was seventy-one years of age. He 
was born in Madison county, Kentuvky, his 
father being Captain James Munday, and 
he moved to Columbus in 1865. He was one 
of the bravest soldiers that battled in de- 
fense of the beloved southiand, serving in 
General John S. Williams’s brigade, and 
was wounded in a fight at Farmington, 
Tenn., in 1868. He was in the livery s‘able 
business until a few years ago. when he 
was compelled to retire through failing 
health. Besides his wife, two sons—Mr. 
David G. Munday, of this city, and W. C. 
Munday, of Atlanta—survive him. The: fu- 
neral occurred at 5 o'clock this after::oon, 
and the interment took place at Linwocd 
cemetery. 


Wants Ten Thousand Dollars. 


A suit for damages has been filed in the 
office of the clerk of the superior court 
against the city of Columbus, by Vr. R. E. 
Griggs. a well known physician cf this 
city. Dr. Griggs wants the sum of $10,000. 
Whether or not this demand will ve grant- 
ed will be decided at the coming May term 
of the superior court. The doctor alleges 
that one night in February, last year, he 
suffered serious injuries on upper Second 
avenue, between Twenty-Third and Twen- 
ty-fourth streets, at a point where a short 
cut is formed by the building of the street 
railway up the hill. Dr. Griggs and «a com- 
panion, who were in a buggy, drove dewn 
the steep embankment formed by the cut, 
it being night, and the former claims that 
he was very painfully injured by the acci- 
dent. The outcome of the suit will be await- 
ed with much interest.

In his letter, which we printed Sun- 
day, he draws a very correct outline of 
the sufferings to which the people of 
the country have been subjected by the 
robber dollar of the gold syndicates;

Georgii Will Be There. 

At 10 ovlock this morning in the 
ofiice of Hon. BR. T. Nesbitt, state com- 
missioner of agriculture, there will be 
a meetipg of the ways and means com- 
mittee of the Cotton States exposition 
to be held at Chicago this fall. 

Everything points to a most enthusi- 
astic meeting, at which plans for secur- 
ing a thorough aud complete display 
of Georgia’s resources at the exposition 
will be perfected. 

Georgia will be represented at Chicago 
and the display which she will make of 
her resources ut the exposition will sur- 
pass anything in that line which has 
ever been attempted by the south. 

Those who are moved by a feeling of 
state pride deplore the fact that Georgia 
was not represented at the world’s fair 
in 1898, when with very little trouble 
und expense she could have made a dis- 
play of her products which no other 
state in the union could surpass. 

I{owever she has still another chance 
of making a display of her resources at 
the great metropolis of the west and if 
she fails to improve this second oppor- 
tunity the inference will be that she 
has no resources to exhibit or else has 
good reason to fear disparagement from 
those of her sister states. 

This she does not propose to do. Geor- 
gia will not allow herself to become the 
victim of her own indifference and to 
vield the prize to some other state, less 
favored but more ambitious, when she 
herself by reason of her climate, soil 
and resources is Justly entitled to that 
distinction. 

The importance of making a good dis- 
play in Chicago this fall is even more 
urgent than it was three years ago. Do- 
mestic resources at the world’s fair 
were in a measure overshadowed by the 
glainor of foreign exhibits and _ the 
spectacle was too sublime for anything 
like measured or deliberate study. 

The cotton exposition, however, will 
be purely a commercial congress of ex- 
bibits, so to speak, and the mind will 
not be overpowered by those picturesque 
displays which appeal simply to the im- 
agination. The exposition will be a 
business enterprise, conducted in a busi- 
nesslike manner by the wide-awake and 
thorough-going people of Chicago. who 
have planned this movement among 
themselves and invited the southern 
states to meet each other in friendly 
eompetition. 

Realizing the importance of this expo-

sition and what it means to her as a’ 


most effectual opportunity for promot- 
ing her industrial interests, Georgia 
will proceed at once to gather of her 
riches an abundance and to make such 
a display at the exposition as will as- 
tonish the eyes of the nation. 

Those who compose the committee 
which meets this morning at the state 
capitol are patriotic and enterprising 
citizens who fully appreciate the situa- 
tion and who will pledge themselves to 
this undertaking with a fixed determi- 
nation to put old Georgia at the head 
of the column. 

But aside from that feature of the ex- 
position which contemplates a rivalry 
between the states, the enterprise is one 
that will be productive of good. results 
to this entire section. 

Those who attend the exposition will 
do so for the purpose of making a care- 
ful and thorough study of the re- 
sources of the south. Never before has 
such a splendid opportunity been pre- 
sented to the south’s acceptance and 
doubtless every state in this immediate 
section will respond to the roll call of 
Chicago's exposition. 
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Ar? Epidemics Over? 

Much discussion has been evoked in 
scientilic circles by the recent disclos- 
ures of the cathode ray and the object 
of preseht experiments is to make this 
discovery useful in the treatment of dis- 
ease. 

some of the deepest thinkers of the 
age have addressed themselves to the 
study of this problem, while the spirit 
of investigation has seized upon all the 
leading colleges of the land. Though 
only a short time has elapsed since the 
achievement was first proclaimed by its 
author, a marked degree of progress has 
been reached and there are some who 
take the position, based upon informa- 
tion gathered from repeated experi- 
nents, that a complete revolution will 
be made in the science of medicine. 

This declaration, though somewhat 
Startling, is no less marvelous than the 
discovery itself. Those who hold to the 
germ theory of disease hail the advent 
of the cathode ray with rejoicing and 
declare that the day of their salvation 
is at hand. 

Professor W. I. Platt, of New York, 
Who has made a special study of the 
subject for something over a month, ¢on- 
tends that he has gathered from his va- 
rious experiments sufficient evidence to 
prove that germs can be actually de- 
stroyed by the proper application of the 
cathode ray. 

If this proposition ean be established 
the days of pestilence may be over and 
the danger of epidemics of cholera, 
smallpox, vellow fever and diseases of 
like eharacter will, in a great degree, be 
eliminated, 

In speaking of his recent experiments 
Professor Platt makes the fol- 
lowing language: 

The germs of all the diseases /T am ex- 
perimenting with were placed in glass 
tubes in a favorable medium and _ the 
cathode rays passed through them. The 
germs have not shown any signs of life 
since that time, which 'was ten days ago, al- 
though I ean the eonditions for their 
propagation are favorable enough. Now, 
when it comes to saying these germs have 
been killed I cannot be positive, and 1 
frankly admit it, but the indications are 
favorable. At least I can emphatically say 
they have been stunned, and that in itself 
is something. 

There are some-.who laugh at the 
declarations of Professor Platt and con- 
tend that if the cathode ray can be used 
at all in the treatment of disease its 
purpose. will be merely to locate the 
germ. 

However this may the fact re- 
mains that something has been derived 
from these experiments and that much 
in the way of information still remains 
to be developed. In contemplating the 
possibilities of this dieovery, along 
With others which the nineteenth een- 
tury has produced, the mind is almost 
stupetied by the disclosures with which 
the coming years will teem and com- 
pared with which the story of Aladdin's 
lamp will cease to be a marvel. 
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Boston Stirred Up. 

Boston rarely ever has a quarrel ex- 
cept over the attempted desecration of 
some old colonial relic. 

In this respect no city on the continent 
rivals this proud old metropolis of the 
Puritan. There is ample reason for this 
peculiar trait in the fact that Boston 
is more richly endowed with historic 
associations than any other American 
city; and, while {it cannot be disputed 
that she exercises a potential influence 
upon the commerce of the globe, the 
most enduring distinction which belongs 
to her is derived from her revolutionary 
and colonial memories. 

At the present time the bone of con- 
tention between the citizens is the Bos- 
ton statehouse, which occupies the site 
of the old Hancock estate, and is re 
garded as one of the most unique speci- 
mens of architecture in the city. 

There is a proposition pending in the 
Massachusetts legislature to destroy this 
building for the purpose of erecting in 
its place a larger and more imposing ed- 
ifice. Against this movement, however, 
a string of protests has been entered by 
quite a large number of the leading and 
influential citizens of Boston and, as the 
fruit of this opposition, a mass meeting 
will be held this evening in old Faneuil 
hall. 

As this building is itself a landmark, 
fragrant with the associations of the 
revolution, there will be no dearth of 
inspiration to those who attend the 
meeting, and much enthusiasm is ex- 
pected. 

For several years a persistent effort 
has been made in the state legislature 
to accomplish the purpose aimed at in 
this bill, but the public sentiment of 
Massachusetts has rebelled against the 
proposition each time and the measure 
has been repeatedly crushed. 

Fhough Boston may be somewhat ex- 
treme in the sacred importance which 
She attaches to old relics it must be ob- 
served in sober criticism that one of the 
greatest faults of most of our American 
cities is a lack of reverence for antiqui- 
ties. Though commercial aspirations 
may be quickened by a contemplation 
of what the future may bring forth, the 
past, after all, is the fountain spring 
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from which patriotism derives its in- 
Spiration. 
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“Can the democrats hope to carry 
New York or Connecticut?’ asks The 
New York World. A more important 
question is, can they carry a southern 
State on a platform favoring the robber 
dollar? Will Editor Pulitzer tell us 
something about this?

national conventions that will nominate 
the presidential candidates of the two great 
perties. It is a notable fact that so far as 
the democratic party is concerned there 
has been no serious consideration of the 
question of a candidate. 

While the respective merits and compara- 
tive sertngth of several republican candi- 
dates are a maiter of general discussion, 
there is absolutc!y no conspicuous candidate 
for the democratic nomination. In the 
democratic party it is not a contest be- 
tween men, but between the champions of 
two views of the money question. There is 
one faction of democrats trying to commit 


, 


the party to a gold monometallic platform 
with silver to be used only in a subsidiary 
Way, and redeemable in gold. The great 
mass of the party holds to the time honor- 
ed policy of « double standard, and the 
employment upon equa! tcrms of both gold 
and silver as standard money. It is be- 
tween these twe factions that all interest 
that is felt in the democratic convention 
hes been aroused. It is not a contest be- 
tween rival candidates before the national 
convention, but. a fight between opposing 
theories of tinance for a place in the nation- 
al platform. It is a contest between the 
single gold standard and the coinage of 
both gold and siiver. q 

Of course, incidentally, the seleccion of 
the candidaie will hinge upon ths character 
of the platform. If a money plank declar- 
ing for the single gold standard is incor- 
porated in the platform. then Secretary 
Carlisie will be the logical candidate to 
place upon it. It will be a source of morti- 
fication to democrats to wiiness the over- 
wheming defeat that will follow, but it will 
be only just thut the man ‘who, next toe 
‘resident Cleveland, is most resporsible 
for the party’s overthrow should go down 
in the wreck. 

But it is a notahle fact that there is no 
candidate for whom the platform must be 
built. The platform is the first considera- 
tion, and after that is agreed upon then a 
candidate will be placed upon it whose 
views coincide with it. There can be ro 
dodging and no straddling. The effort of 
the republicans to switch off from the 
financial question and make the tariff the 
leading issue of the campaign will fail. The 
people are bound to make a straightout 
fight for and against the free and unlimited 
coinage of both gold and silver, and tbere 
are many in all parties who will be govern- 
ed more by this issue than by party ties. It 
is a long deferred fight, but one that can 
be sidetracked no longer. The battle of the 
standards is on, and it will be fought toa 
finish. 
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THE EVERYDAY TALK 
OF STATE POLITICS 


Some of the out of the state newspapers 
which are not in touch with the situation 
in Georgia have been endeavoring to make 
a sensation out of the -recent letter of 
Chairman Clay, of the state committee, and 
that of yovernor Atkinson, tak- 
ing these as having inspiration other than 
the desire to contribute to the success of 
the party. The efforts on the part of some 
of the administration newspapers to make 
it appear that these gentlemen had writ#en 
the letters through friendliness for one of 
the candidates for the senate and against 
the other, have been considerably com- 
mented upon. Now these suggestions are 
so far from the truth that any correction 
or denial seems unnecessary, and yet it 
may be well:to state, as long as the news- 
paper discussion is going on as it is, that 
the close friends of Chairman Clay and 
Governor Atkinson are indignant at the 
statements referred to. The well-Known 
fidelity of both of these leaders to the 
prirciples of the party and their eminent 
fairness at all times stand as a sufficient 
refutation of any such charges. 

Chairman Clay was asked yesterday 
whether he had anything to say in regard to 
these publications. “They are hardly 
worthy of notice,” said he. And then, in 
response to further questions, he said: 

“In reply to your inquiry I will say that 
any intimation that I was inspired with a 
desire to aid or injure the candidacy of any 
gentleman for the United States senate 
by the recent letter I wrote as chairman 
of the state committee is without founda- 
tion and untrue. I did so in discharge of 
what I believed to be a duty to the party. 
I have never attempted to use my official 
position to help one democrat at the ex- 
pense of another, and do not intend to do 
so. The letter was written in what I he- 
lieved to be the best interest of the 
party in this state, regardless of my per- 
sonal views for senator or the financial 
question. The intimation in certain papers 
that it was a combination between Atkin- 
son and myself for one to run for senator 
and the other governor is scarcely worthy 
of denial. Should Atkinson announce now 
that he woul@ not be a candidate for gov- 
ernor I would not be a candidate.” 


Hon. Percy Clarke, now of North Caro- 
lina, but for years one of the active demo- 
erats of Alabama, passed through the city 
yesterday cn his way to Montgomery, where 
he goes to attend the state convention, 

“I am deeply interested in the results,’’ 
said Mr. Clarke, “T was one of the 
original Cleveland men who fought hard 
and earnestly for the president, but I am 
heartily sick now. The democrats of Ala- 
bama are unquestionbly strong in their 
faith in favor of the restoration of silver, 
and I believe there is no question of their 
making bold declaration of the fact in their 
convention. Of course there may be poli- 
ticians and schemers in Alabama, as there 
are in all states who would be willing to 
bring about a compromise under the guise 
of harmony, which would really be a victory 
for the gold standard men, but the people 
of Alabama have fought this fight, and 
there is no question that they will see to 
it that they are not euchred out of the 
fruits of their victory. 

‘There is now no possible question of the 
silver men controlling the national con- 
vention if they are but vigilant and if they 
get what rightly belongs to them: They 
have to contend with some of the shrewd- 
est politicians that have ever figured in 
this country, and they will have to be 
proof against pitfalls which will be there 
in various shapes. The democrats of Ala- 
bama, those who are intensely and ernestly 
in favor of silver restoration, will control 
the convention at Montgomery and Ala- 
bama will speak out im no uncertain way. 
At least I feel certain that this will be the 
result. It should be, for in n@ other way 
can the democrats hope to carry the state. 
A straddle or a compromise will mean cer- 


tain defeat.”’

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Bids for a New City Hal

Smoke Nuisance Up in the Council. 
New Hearing of the Capitol Ave- 
nue Paving Matter. 


jf the present rate of cutting prices on 
the part of ‘those who are bidding for the 
new city hall contract continues it seems 
that before the question is finally settled 
the city will secure a hall.almost free of 
cost. Yesterday there was a series of bids 
nd cuts and the end is not yet in sight. 

The council now has before it four dif- 
ferent propositions, the acceptance of 
either of which will provide a new hall 
for the purpose desired. Two additional 
proposals were made yesterday and there 
may be others in training to enter at the 
last moment. It appears that the question 
is one that the council is rot in a hurry 
to settle, it being stated yesterday in a 
meeting of that body that the longer the 
matter was postponed the lower the price 
would get. 

The new bidders who came to the front 
yesterday are the East Atlanta Land Com- 
pany and the public buildings committee 
of the county commissioners board. Both 
submitted plans whereby the city can se- 
cure new quarters. The standing bidders 
are the Messrs. Venable Bros. and the 
chamber of conrmerce. The latter two 
are leading in the cut price order of things. 
Both reduced their bids yesterday and it is 
now said that today the chamber of com- 
merce will make another cut, getting its 
bid right down to rock bottom figures. 

The matter was the principal subject for 
consideration at the council r’eeting yvester- 
day afternoon. A good part of the ses- 
sion was taken up in discussion of the 
matter, but no conclusion was reached. 
The entire matter, with the four proposi- 
tions, was referred to the committee on the 
subject composed of Mr. Hugh Inman, 
chairman, and Mr. Woodward and Mr. 
Thomas, of the council. This afternoon at 
3 o'clock the committee will hold a meet- 
ing in the council chamber and hear from 
all of the parties who have submitted bids 
and any others who may be intergsted in 
the matter. 

At an adjourned session of the council 
tomorrow afternoon at the same hour the 
report of the committee on tho different 
offers will be mrade and the question will 
be again before the main body for ‘dis- 
cussion and wyossibly settlement. The 
meetings promise to be interesting and will 
be replete with talk on the-all important 
subject which has been uppermost in the 
minds of the councilmen for. several 
months. 

For a New ’Phone System. 

Another important matter acted on at 
yesterday’s long meeting of the council 
was the granting of a petition, by the coun- 
cil only voting, giving the Atlanta Tele- 
phone Comrpany a right to construct -and 
operate a first-class telephone system in 
the city. The matter was discussed at 
length and after adopting an ordinance 
jo suofjolljser puP sjugweimbel yen 
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such companies, as to bonds and so forth, 
the petition was granted by: the lower 
body of the city government. The al- 
dermanic board will act on the ordinance 
at its meeting Thursday and it is certain 
that the company will be permitted to go 
ahead with its work. 

The Detective Reorganization. 

The ordinance reported by the police com- 
mittee authorizing the board of police 
commissioners to reorganize the city de- 
tective department by the establishment 
of the office of sergeant of detectives, who 
shall be the head of the department, and 
making the pay of regular detectives $2.50 
per day, was adopted by the council. The 
ordinance will now go before the board of 
aldermen and will be concurred in by that 
body. The ordinance as adopted reads as 
follows: 

“That the board of police commissioners 
of this city are hereby authorized to re- 
organize the detective force of the police 
department by detailing regular potice- 
men to serve as detectives at a salary of 
$2.50 per day; also by detailing from the 
regular police department a suitable per- 
gon with the rank and pay of a sergeant 
of the regular force, while so detailed, as 
a@ head to this department.” 

“Should Not Be Spies.” 


The police committee reported an ordin- 
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ance declaring it the sense of the council 
that detectives employed and paid by the 
city “should not become servants of, cor- 
porations by acting as spies or detectives 
for the same.’’ The resolution was aimed 
at the new practice in the detective de- 
partment by which mrembers of that de- 
partment are required to act as. spotters 
On the cars of the Atlanta Consolidated 
Street Car Company in order that they may 
ride free of cost. The detectives are re- 
quired to report the number of fares col- 
lected by the car conductors while they are 
On the cars. The resolution was unan- 
imously adopted, reading as follows: 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of the 
mayor and general council that detectives 
employed and paid by the city should not 
become servants of corporations by acting 
as spies or detectives for the same.” 

Won’t Pay Such a Price. 

The council decided to reject the award 
of the board oP arbitration on the question 
of opening Borne street across the tracks 
of the Georgia Railroad Company to Deca- 
tur street, on the ground that it is exces- 
Sive. The decision of the board and the 
particulars of the case were recounted in 
The Constitution yesterday. The board 
awarded the railroad company $17,510 for 
the privilege of using its tracks to make 
a@ grade crossing. A minority report was 
submitted by Mr. N. H, Mathews, of the 
board, he expressing the opinion that the 
Sum stated is too much to pay for the 
work. The council rejected the award, 
and directed the city attorney to at once 
institute proceedings in the superior court 
to have the decision of the board set 
aside. 

A large number of ordinances, bills and 
petitions were acted on by the council. 
The session lasted from 3 o'clock until 
6:30 o'clock, and when it adjourned the 
members left the hall, weary from the long 
wession. The meeting tomorrow &fternoon 
will be principally for the purpose of con- 
Sidering the city hall question, but the 
motion calling for the meeting carried a 
proviso that other business can be acted 
on if it is the wish of the council. 

That City Hall Question. 

The city “hai question was launched by 
the reading of the communication of 
Mayor King, vetoing the acceptance of the 
Venable Bros.’ proposition by the council 
and aldermanic board at the last meetings 
of those bodies. The veto paper has been 
printed in The Constitution, and its pro- 
Visions are well known. The council, on 
motion of Mr. Howell, postponed action on 
the veto question until the meeting to- 
morrow. When the mayor’s communica- 
tion was read and acted on, Clerk Phillips 
presented to the body the following com- 
munication from the public buildings com- 
mittee of the county commissioners, mak- 
ing a proposal by which the city and 
county might agree upon terms for con- 
solidating the city hall and county court- 
house, just as it was predicted that the 
committee would do in The Constitution 
several days ago: 

The Committee’s Letter. 

“Atlanta, Ga., April 18; 1896.-—-T'o the Hon- 
orable Mayor and General Council of the 
City of Atlanta. Gentlemen: The under- 
signed, being the committee om public 
buildings and grounds, has had reterred 
to it, by the beard of commissioners of 
roads and revenues of Fulton county, the 
matter of negotiating with the city to see 
if a basis can be arrived at by which 
the grounds adjacent to the courthouse 
cannot be utilized in erecting a building 
whigdh wh accommodate hoth the _ in- 
creased demand of the county and the 
needs of the city for offices. 

“The county has not heretofore been in 
a position to take this matter up, because 
it was contemplated that the proposed new 
jail’ would be located on this very ground, 
but the change in the site of the new 
jail has put the county into position where 
it desires to take this matter up with 
the city officials with the hope of ar- 
riving at a basis satisfactory to both 
parties. 

“It occurs to us that fhere is every 
reason of convenience, economy and effi- 
cient service, to both the county and city, 
why such an arrangement should be made 
either upon t#e basis of the city owning 
its buildings or becoming a tenant of the 
county to the extent of the space it. de- 
sires. In the county and city dealing with 
each other in this matter, you will see 
it will be very largely the same parties 
on both sides of the contract, to-wit: the 
public. 

“If vou care to consider this matter, and 
will appoint a committee to confer with 
us, we stand ready to proceed immediately 
upon the line indicated above. Very truly, 

“FORREST ADATR, Chairman. 
“JACK J. SPALDING. 
“WALTER R. BROWN.” 

At the conclusion of the reading of the 
communication from the committee Mr. 
Culberson moved that the matter be re- 
ferred to a special committee consisting of 
three vouncil men and two aldermen, but 
the communication was afterwards referred 
to Mr. Inman’s comniitee, together with 
the other communications and Offers. 

Mr. Inman presented the new proposition 
of Venable Bros., offering to lease the city 
quarters in their proposed ten-story struct- 
ure on the old capitol site. The proposition 
has appeared in The Constitution. It states 
that the city can have the space offered 
by the chamber of commerce for $5,300 per 
annum. the figure being $200 lower than the 
first offer of the chamber of commerce. 

Chamber Reduces Its Price. 

When the new eVnable offer was read 
Dr. Day, representing the chamber, arose 
and stated that he had a new proposition to 
offer from the chamber of commerce. He 
said that the city could have the space it 
desired at an annual rental of $5,000, beat 
ing Mr. Venable $300. The latter 
through Mr. Inman, said that 
meet the $5,000 offer of the chamber. Be- 
fore further cuts could be made, at this 
point Mr. Bell suggested that the bidders 
wait awhile and+«give ethers a chance at 
the matter. 

Mr. Hurt to the Front. 

Mr. Joel Hurt, president of the East At- 
lanta Land Company, was given the floor 
and he outlined a plan for the erection:of 
a splendid building on the site of the car 
barn on Edgewood avenue, Ivy street and 
Exchange place, one block from the Equi- 
table building. He explained the archi- 
tectural plans of the structure, saying that 
it would be nine stories high and modern 
in every feature. He said that it was-a 
good location and he offered to erect the 
building and sell it and the ground to the 
city for Atlanta 4 per cent bonds or bonds 
bearing a lower rate of interest. provided 
they can be sold at par. The yalue of the 
ground is to be placed at a reasonable fig- 
ure, to be ascertained by arbitration, the 
building to cost the city the actual sum 
of money expended in erecting it. 


His Letter to the Council. 

Mr. Hurt exhibited drawings and specifi- 
cations of his proposed building and ex- 
plained the nature of his offer. He after- 
wards formulated a formal proposition to 
the council in writing, which reads as 
follows: 

“To the Honorable Mayor and General 
Council of Atlanta—As a representative 
of the East Atlanta Land Company I sub- 
mit for your consideration the following 
proposition to provide a council chamber 
and offices for the city government: 

“This company proposes to erect on the 
very central plat of ground formerly occu- 
pied as city market, now as acar barn, sur- 
rounded entirely by Edgewood avenue, Ex- 
change place and Ivy street, a nine-story 
building of modern design, the exterior to 
be of Georgia marble, terra cotta and 
pressed brick, the interior corridors and 
main entrance to be finished in marble, and 
in other respects the building to be first- 
class and tastefully finished, equal in every 
respect to the Equitable building; the de- 
partments to be used by the city to be ar- 
ranged especially for the purpose for which 
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“needed, and to sell the same to the city for 


4 per cent bonds, or bonds bearing a lower 
rate of interest provided they can be sold 
at par. The value of the ground to be 
placed ‘at a reasonable figure, which we will 
propose, or to be determined, by arbitration, 
and the cost of the buiiding to be the act- 
ual cost at which a moderna fire-p;vof build- 
ing can be erected. The entire cost of the 
building and the ground not to exceed $500,- 
000. We propose that the city select the 
space in the building necessary for the 
city’s purposes, amounting to 12,000 square 
feet, and the remaining space in the bulid- 
ing we will lease from the city for a period 
of ten years, agreeing therefor to furnish 
lights, heat, elevator and janitor service, 
and to pay in addition semi-annually a sum 
equal to the entire interest on the bonds 
given in purchase for the building. In 
other words, under the proposition the city 
will get its offices free for a period of ten 
vears, this company maintaining the build- 
ing and paying the interest on the bonds 
given in purchase, in consideration of that 
portion of the builing which the city does 


not use. 
“We submit herewith a sketch hastily

On motien ot Mr. Inman, chairman of 
the finance committee, the council appro 
priated $500 to defray the expenses of the 
city making an exhibit at the Cotton expo- 
sition to be held in Chicago. Governor Bul- 
lock was present and he was given the 
floor to expiain the purposes and advant- 
ages of the exposition.

Tne 
county will probably donate a like amount 
for the same purpose. 

Differed on the Smoke Nuisance. 

The smoke nuisance question came up 
and was debated for some time. No con- 
clusion was reached abcut the ordinance 
introduced by Alderman Howell several 
weeks ago. Mr. Howell and Mr. Inman 
locked horns on the atsstion and they 
were unable to disentangle themselves, the 
result being that the whole matter was re- 
ferred io the committee on manufactures, 
statistics, freight rates and transportation, 
Mr. Hirsch, chairman. 

Mr. Inman said that he did not want 
to saddle on the city a law requiring its 
citizens to put in smoke consumers unless 
it could be proven that the things are suc- 
cessful. He said that The Constitution had 
experimented with one of the consumers 
and that it had been found unsuccessful. 
Mr. Inman read a letter from Engineer 
Duncan, of Th> Constitution, which - he 
desired to place on record. The letter fol- 
lows:

The Engineer’s Letter. 

“Atlanta, Ga., April 20, 1896.—Mr. Hugh 
T. Inman, Atlanta, Ga. Dear Sir: In an- 
swer to your request I give you the fol- 
lowing information in regard to the smoke 
consumer which The Constitution Publish- 
ing Company had in use two or three 
months during the past winter. 

“After a thorough test the same was dis- 
continued for the following reasons: The 
expense was about $5 a day more for exira 
coal and water. It also corroded the flues 
and formed such a hard substance on the 
inside of same that it proved injurious. 
This formation I found impossible to take 
off without injury to the flues. 

‘T would not advise any one to have it 
put in. No ordinary man can run these 
smoke consumers, as there is always great 
danger of burning out the furnaces. Yours 
truly, . DUNCAN, 

“Engineer. Constitution.” 
Mr. Howell Cites Cases. 

Mr. Howe:l contended that there were a 
number of smoke consumers in operation 
in the city which were working satisfacto- 
rilv. He said that Mr. Frank FE. Block 
has one which saves him about 15 per cent 
of fuel and does away with the smoke 
nuisance. He said that Venable Bros. op- 
erated one in the Temple Court and others 
in the citv had them. He said that the 
consumer mentioned by Mr. Inman was a 
patent of a different kind from the ones he 
mentioned and that there were good con- 
sumers. He read letters from the mer- 
chants named to substantiate his position. 

To Make the Recorder a J. P. 

A resolution was offered directing the 
legislative committemto ask the legislature 
to so amend the charter of Atlanta as to 
make the city recorder a justice of the 
peace to ail intents and purposes. The res- 
olution was adopted. 

An ordinance requiring bicycle riders to 
display lamps on their wheels at night 
and réstricting them to a rate of ten miles 
an how#in the citv was introduced. It was 
referred to a committee. 

A resolution was adopted directing the 
legislative committee to ask the legislature 
to amend the charter of the city so as to 
permit the city to purchase a site and 
erect thereon a city hall building, the 
same to be paid for out of the revenues 
of the city during the next ten years.

Inspector Pittman Has Been Having 
2 Busy Time. 


The building fever is still on and Inspec- 
tor Frank Pittman is kept busy granting 
permits.

APRIL HEAT 


Dry, Oppressive Weather Continues with 
No Abatement. 


RELIEF NOT YET IN SIGHT 


No April in Seventeen Years Has Been 


So Hot. 


THE DROUGHT IS INJURING ALL THE CROPS 


Only One-Third of an Inch of Rain 
Has Fallen in Three 
Weeks. 


The hot, Gry, oppressive weather of the 
past week has been unprecedented in At- 
lanta for many years past. Friday was 
the hottest April day on record in the his- 
tory of the local weather bureau. The 
mercury on that day registered 89 degrees 
in the shade. A careful inspection of the 
record for seventeen Years back shows 
that this heat has never been equaled in 
April. 

Thursday of last week the mercury reg- 
istered 86, Saturday 87 and Sunday 8 in 
the shade. Yesterday was but little better, 
and after g» careful examination of the 
weather ins.uments vesterday afternoon, 
Forecaster Hut declared that there Was 
not a sign of @fief in sight. 

It is hard to realiz> that twelve days 
ago the mercury in Atlanta measured 42 
degrees. 

Captain ‘lunt gazed long and earnestly 
at the western sunset yesterday aftcrnoon 
to see if there were any signs of rain or 
cooler weather. Then he said: 

“The conditions today are just as they 
have been for a week or ten days past. I 
see no inilications for a decided change 
of temperature and there is certainly too 
little moisture in the air to giv eany prom- 
ise of a refreshing rain. 

“Our reports declare that the ercps are 
suffering from the drought and heat and 
early spring vegetables are almost burned 
up. A gocd rain is craved by the farmers 
now more than anything else, but 1 am at 
a loss to say when they will get it.” 

An examination of the recore shows that 
the average rainfall in April for seventeen 
years has been 3.71 inches. Only nine days 
remain before this April is ended and yet 
fallen .31 of an inch of

After a careful study of the hundred 
or more telegrams on his desk and the 
weather maps spread out before him, Fore- 
caster Hunt summed wup the atmospheric 
condition throughout the country as fol- 
lows: 

“A shallow trough of low barometric 
pressure extends today from northern 
Texas to the great lakes; to.its west the 
temperatures are much lower than Satur- 
day morning. it now being 4 degrees below 
freezing in the upper Misscuri valley. The 
hot wave continues with great persistency 
over the great central valley sections, south 
and miidle Atlantic states and lower lake 
region. 

“There has been no rain worthy of men- 
tion in the United States since Sunday 
morning.”’

Aprif Yvo.—Although § prices 
declined ‘oday, the market showed unex- 
pected firmness on account of the weak- 
ness in Liverpool, and the net loss for the 
day was slight. There was yzood buying 
here by a->prominent operator and Wall 
street houses also took an active part in 
purchasing. Receipts this week, it is now 
stated, will show an increase over last 
week’s movement, the arrivals at New 
Orleans and Galveston proving unexpected- 
Total port receipts for the week 
are now estimated 50,000 bales, against 
earlier estimates of 35,000 to 40,000 bales. 
This increased movement is said to be 
due to back orders, and the large exports 
today, it is contended, bears out this 
statement. Exports for this day approx- 
imate 25,000 bales, but the total may be 
much larger than this. Should there be 
many back orders for export, they will 
certainly exert a favorable influence on 
the market. At one time prices today 
declined 3 to 4 points, but part of the 
loss was recovered, and the net decline for 
the day was 1 to 8 points... Liverpool de- 
clined 2 pcints for futures and was steady 
on the spot, with sales of 8,000 bales. New 
Orleans declined $ to 4 points. Spots here 
were unchanged, with sales 206 for spil- 
ning and 900 delivered on contract.

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‘The Murderer Agtin To Bo Tried 
This Morning. 


ANOTHER TEST TO BE MADE 


Many Witnesses Have Been Summoned 
for the Case 


THE INSANITY EXPERTS ARE AGAIN ON HAND 


Dr. Powell and Dr. Murphy Will Both 
Testify That the Condemned Man 
Is Insane. 


Whether Alex Carr shall hang Friday 
will be determined by a jury which will 
assemble this morning at 9 o’clock in the 
court of ordinary. 

The question of his sanity will call forth 
some of the most intricate points in the 
wonderful case and the trial, which will 
in all probability be his last, will be 
of ‘absorbing interest in all features. 

Since the sudden change in the condi- 
tion of the murderer, when he woke up 
from his long stupor and proclaimed that 
he was feigning, the question of his sanity 
has been more mooted than ever, Why 
did he suddenly arouse himself just before 
the time of his execution? Was it the 
pangs of remorse under which he could no 
loriger bear out; was it the result of hope- 
less despair, the crying out of conscience 
that teld him there was no longer any 
hope; or was it a stage of real insanity, 
&® natural mental phenomenon in the 
Strange case? These are the question 
Which will give rise to serious discussion 
during the trial of Carr and upon which 
the minds of those who examine the case 
will be divided. 

Preparations for the case were made 
yesterday afternoon. All witnesses were 
Summoned; these who saw Carr. in jail 
just after the sudden change came, those 
who conversed with him, the jailers and 
the physicians who examined him wil 
all be brought out to be examined. It is 
expected by the attorneys of the condemn- 
ed man to finish the case in a day, but 
the amount of evidence which will have 
to ‘be brought out and the discussion to 
Tollow will occupy at iecast two if not 
three days. 

‘The board of physicians which was ap- 


pointed by the governor to give a special 


examination in the case will all be sum- 
moned. Dr. Murphy, from North Carolina, 
and Dr. Powell, superintendent of the 
State asylum, will be called on to give 
their opinions in the case. It is the opin- 
ion of both of these experts that Carr is 
hopelessly insane. Dr. Powell stated that 
the change in Carr was expected by him; 
that it was the natural result of his mania. 
It is his opinion that the change more 
than ever proves the real condition of 
Carr’s mind. Upon this point he will be 
sustained by Dr. Murphy, superintendent of 
the state asylum of North Carolina, who 
was one of the five experts appointed by 
the governor to examine into the eondition 
of Carr when the application for execu- 
tive clemency was pending. It is also 
the apinion of the’ North Carolina expert 
that the change in the condition of the 
mrurderer was but the result of his ab- 
norma! m@ntal state. 

For the state Dr. Baird will be introduc- 
ed. It was he who filed the dissenting 
opinion upon the investigation. His minor- 
ity report is believed by many to be the 
best judgment rendered upon the strange 
case. In addition to these other physi- 
eians who have been called upon in the 
mean time to look at Carr will be intro- 
_ duced. 

The most interesting feature of the case, 
however, will be the appearance of Carr 
himself. He wil! be brought before the 
jury in propria persona. They will ques- 
tion hfm and submit him to various tests 
which are expected to prove whether he is 
insane. 

Whai John Carr Says. 

John Carr, brother of the condemned 
man, was in the office of the ordinary 
yesterday afternoon. 

“I have seen Alex,” he said, “and have 
been with him the last day or two. He is 
page in a worse condition every day. 

e talks in that ranrbling way and noth- 
ing he says is connected. Sometimes he 
says that be wants them to hang him right 
away for he has no hope in this world 
Or in the next. I can’t see how they can 
say that he’s got his mind back. He never 
did have any mind. He was always 
crazy and he is worse today than he ever 
Was.”’ 

The trial of Carr will occupy several 
days. 


THE EQUITABLE SOLD. 


Transferred to the Equitable Building 
Company—The Deed Filed. 

The Equitable building has passed out of 
the hands of the East Atianta Land Com- 
pany, by whom it was built, and will here- 
after be owned and operated by the Equita- 
ble Building Company. 

The sale was made the first of last Feb- 
ruary, but the deed was not filed in the 
clerk’s office until last Saturday. The new 
company, while bearing a different title, is 
practically the same as the old East At- 
lanta Land Company, and is made up of the 
cld stockhelders with the addition of quite a 
number of new ones. The building will be 
operated és it has been in the past, and the 
new organization will have no decided, cffect 
on the renters of the offices. 

The new company applied for a charter, 


which was granted and received in Atlanta 


abcut three weeks ago. The reorganization 
shifts the ownership of the building from 
the shoulders of the Kast Atlanta land 
Ccempany, and yet the same stockholders 
are interested as were before. 

Practically no moncy has been or will be 
exchanged as the result of the sale. Four 
hundred thousand dollars is the price nam- 
ed in the deed, but this amount is to be 
raised, one-half in bonds, and the other 
half in stock, and it is not known just how 
much the stock will be worth. It is not 
true that $400,000 was paid in cash and that 
the Equitable Building Company assumed a 
mortgage of $600,000,

| AT BIG BETAEL. 


TO 1,500 NEGROES LAST 


SHE SANG TO 1,500 
fs Sages NIGHT. 


Will Give a Concert in the Tabernacle 
Friday—The Singer Was Uproar- 
iously Received Last ‘Night. 


Black Paiti, the great negro singer, sang 
last night to an audience of 1,500 negroes 
at Rig Bethel church, 

For months the local colored 400 has been 
looking forward to the coming of Patti 
with the greatest anticipation and when a 
few days ago it was annouriced that she 
would sing here at an early date, they al- 
most went wild with joy. Grand prepara- 
tions were at once made for the greatest 
social event in the history of the colored 
pepulation of Atlanta. New dresses were 
made, new hats purchased and the affair 
treated the same as a grand ball. Every 
negro who had the price of admission was 
there and gave Paiti hearty applause. 

Long before the time for the concert to 
begin a large crowd had gathered around 
the door of the church waiting for it to 
open. The streets near the church were a 
mass of humanity and every one was 
waiting to get a glimpse of the wonderful 
singer as she drove up to the church. When 
a new comer made his appearance his first 
word was : “Is she done come?” When 
answered in the negative his face at once 
became bright with smiles, for there was 
still a chance for him to see the negro 
woman to whom the crown heads have 
bowed. 

The. crowd was one of the most orderly 
that has ever gathered anywhere in the 
limits of this city. Four policemen were 
on duty, but if they expected to have to 
call out the patrol wagon they went away 
disappointed. Not a single fight took place. 
The crowd had on its good clothes and its 
good behavior, and was too intent on doing 
honor to Patti to notice passing trifles. 

At 8:30, the time for the concert to be- 
gin, there was not a vacant seat to be seen 
in the church and a large number of peo- 
ple were compelled to stand. It was the 
largest crowd of negroes ever gathered un- 
der the roof of Big Bethel church and the 
largest crowd of her own race that Patti 
ever sang to in her life. 

Madame Jones, Black *Patti’s every day 
name, was assisted by local and Chicago 
talent and was down on the pro me 
herself but for two pieces—she had antici- 
pated the encores. The local talent re- 
ceived applause, but it wasn’t very lively 
until Patti made her appearance. 

When she walked down to the platform 
in her white satin, low-necked dress, the 
applause was simply tremendous and it 
was heard by people for blocks around. 
Patti rendered the first piece in a man 
ner seldom heard outside of some metrop- 
olis. Three times was she encored and 
though the usher waved his handkerchief 
frantically at the audience it had no ef- 
fect on them and the applause continued. 

Announcement was made that she would 
sing at the Moody tabernacle next Friday 
night. That place has been obtained and 
it is expected that thousands of people 
will be present.

WHO 1S IN CONT 


An Important Case Before the State 
Railroad Commission Today. 


THREE LINES TO APPEAR 


The Board Wants To Find Out Who 
Controls—Augusta Southern Seeks 
the Aid of the Courts. 


The state railroad commission will have 
representatives of the Southern, the Cen- 
tral and the Georgia Southern and Fbhorida 
up today to testify as to their control 
and management, The commission is try- 
ing to find out if the Southern controls or 
manages the Central or the Georgia 
Southern and Florida, 

Just how the commission will proceed is 
a question, It may be that the representa- 
tives will make plain, direct answers, or 
they may evade. The actual ownership of 
controlling stock by the Southern in the 
other two companies named is not a mat- 
ter for dispute, But it is not clear that 
the Southern dominates the management 
or controls the traffic arrangements of 
either of the other two companies, In- 
deed, it appears to outsiders that the 
Southern does not in any way interfere 
with the management of either the Geor- 
gia Southern and Florida or the Central, 
but each company is run totally independ- 
ent of the Southern. Thera are many 
things which indicate this. | 

The state commission is preceeding under 
what it calls “Rule 1.” The rule says: 

‘‘All connecting railroads which are un- 
der the management or control, by lease, 
ownership or otherwise, of one and the 
Same company, shall, for purposes of 
transportation, in applying this tariff, be 
considered as constituting but one and the 
same road, and the rates shall be com- 
puted as upon parts of one and the same 
road, unless otherwise specified.” 

To shippers, this would make consider- 
able difference. For irstance, a shipment 
from Cordele to Atlanta it is charged now 
the local rate from Cordele to Macon over 
the Georgia Southern and Florida, less 10 
per cent, and the full local from Macon to 
Atlanta by the Central cr the Southern, 
léss 10 per cent. Now, if the Georgia 
Southern and Florida and the Southern are 
to be considered as one line, under the 
rule cited above, the charge would be on 
the short line mileage basis, and would be 
considerably less than the two local rates 
amount to. If the shipment was to go on 
to Gainesville, another local would be 
charged at present but under rule one, if 
the Southern, the Central and the Georgia 
Southern and Florida are held to be one 
line, the total charge would probably be 
20 per cent less than the combined locals. 

Should the commission decide that the 
Southern does dominate the other two lines, 
proceedings to  farfeit the Southern’s 
charter might follow. So it fs seen that 
the case is one of great importance to the 
roads. 

Vinings Wants a Station. 

The citizens will appear before the «tate 
railroad commission today to ask that 
body to locate a new station on the 
Western and Atlantic railroad. The citi- 
zens want the station at one point and 
the railroad authorities have another 
point where they wish to put it. 

Last week the railroad sent some men 
to Vinings and started to build’ a station 
at the point where the superintendent had 
directed. The citizens went to Judge 
Gober and got a restraining order, re- 
quiring the’ road to stop work until the 
case could be heard. 

The two points are probaby 300 yards 
apart, 

President Thomas Here. 

President J. W. Thomas, of the Nash- 
Ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis railroad, 
stopped over in Atlanta yesterday fore- 
noon. He came down from Nashville and 
was on his way to Washington. He said 
that there was nothing specially newsy in 
his railroad, but he stated that the exposi- 
tion is moving ahead satisfactorily. Some 
handsome buildings are being erected. The 
exposition is to open next May. Major 
Thomas is president. Nashville’s aim has 
been to vie with Atlanta’s exposition. The 
site is out on the old fair grounds, beyond 
the Nashville Vanderbilt university. Major 
Thomas left at noon by the Southern for 
Washington. 

An Important Case. 

The Augusta Southern road has started 
a case which if it is decided in that com- 
pany’s favor, will revolutionize traffic mat- 
ters. In its present aspect the matter does 
not seem to have much significance. The 
roads directly concerned are the Augusta 
Southern and the Wrightsville and Ten- 
nille, both small lines. The Wrightsville 
and Tennille is controlled by the Central, 
although it has a separate management. 
The Augusta Southern handles considera- 
ble fertilizer business. On fertilizers con- 
signed to points on the Wrightsville and 
Tennille the latter road charges its full 
local if the shipment came by the Augusta 
Southern. But if the business was deliver- 
ed to the Wrightsville and Tennille by the 
Central, a much less rate is charged. This 
discrimination in favor of the Central is a 
disadvantage to the Augusta Southern, of 
course, in trying to get its share of the 
traffic. So application was made to the 
United States court for a restraining order. 
A temporary injunction has been granted. 
If the Augusta Southern wins its case on 
the final hearing, it will Knock the present 
methods of railroading silly. Nor will its 
«effects be confined to ths freight branch. 
The same principle will govern in the pas- 
senger side. The Seaboard, for instance, 
could demand under the same princi- 
ple of law that the Atlanta and West 
Point should carry a sleeper from here on 
to Montgomery just as it now does for the 
Southern under an exclusive contract. The 
Georgia road cauld ask to have the West 
Point and the Louisville and Nashville haul 
a sleeper for it on to New Orieans under 
terms similar to those given to the Soutti.- 
ern. The application of the principle would 
be far-reaching and the effects would be a 
thotsand times more important than all 
the local business the Wrightsville and 
Tennille has in a year. 

All the railroads in the country are in- 
teresting in this case though they may not 
be aware of it. 

The Associations. 

Commissioner H. S. Haines and Secreta- 
ry McGill, of the Southern States Freight 
Association, left yesterday for New York 
to attend the rata committee meeting. 
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two weeks. 

The rate committee of the Southern 
States Paesenger Association meets to- 
day at the association rooms in the Equita- 
ble. There is nothing Of any special im- 
portance to come before the passenger 
men, so far as known. 

The Southern Lays Low. 

The Southern is not taking any notice, 
so far as the public can gee, of the cut in 
rates from Chattanooga to the east by 
way of Atlanta, er in the cut by the Sea- 
board from Atlanta to Richmond. The cut 
on the confederate veteran travel to Rich- 
mond is 50 cents. The southern has not 
asked the association for protection and 
has net made a cut. 


Will Build Two Hundred Cars. 

The Central will bulid 200 freight cars at 
its shops this summer, President Comer 
says that one of the large car manufactur- 
ing compenies offered to build the cars 
for cost, but the railroad will build them 
itself in order to give its shop force work 
during the dull season. Even with this 
extra work on hand, the shops will work 
on reduced time. 


R. A. FRAZER HURT. 


FELL FROM A STREET CAR YES- 
TERDAY AFTERNOON. 
Injuries May Prove Serious—Was 
Taken to His Home Unconscious. 
Details of the Accident. 


R. A. Frazer, a middle-aged white man, 
was thrown from an Atlanta Railway street 
car at the corner of Cooper and Crumley 
streets yesterday afternoon and was pain- 
fuliy, if not seriousty injured, 

Mr. Frazer runs the shoe shop at 202 Ma- 
ricita street, and lives just outside the city 
limits in west Atianta om Lee street. He 
had been out to Brisbine park watching the 
Atlanta baseball team defeat the nine from 
Columbus, and had boarded a crowded car 
frcm the city. 

He was not able to finda seat and was 
stending on the running board about the 
center of the car. The car ran down Crum- 
ley street toward Cooper at a good rate of 
speed, and when it jumped the track at 
the turn, Frazer, as weil as several other 
passengers, was forcibly thrown to the 
ground. 

Frazer appeared to be the only one ge- 
riously injured. He was carried in a hack 
to Sharp’s drug store, on Marietta sireet, 
and the ambulance sent for. Aftcr its ar- 
rival the physicians refused to remove the 
injured man to the hospital on the grounds 
that he lived out of the city. Mr. Frazer 
was then taken to his home in apparently 
an urconscious condition, : and Dr. Stephens 
was summoned. The doctor was secn last 
night and stated that while he did not ex- 
actly know the extent of Frazer's inju- 
ries, yet he was of the opinion that he was 
hurt internally, which might prove serious.

coming home—home to the city wuich is 
yours by the supreme tests of the rain of 
lire through which you went, and of the sea 
of bloe# tnrough which you passed, on the 
mission of her and the common defense. 
You have been no prodigal sons, for you 
inherited only the remnants of a rapacious 
ravage that was rampant everywhere in 
your land; because you had nothing left 
but the manhood from which you were in- 
separable. But the fatted calf shall be 
kiiled for you, and We shall be merry to- 
gether, not because of pity for your sins, 
but because of pride in your fame demands. 

“You shall traverse again the streets 
which thrilled to the tread of your legions 
while they were passing t9 the ranks of the 
best army that the world ever knew. 

‘You shall be confronted by the Virgin- 
ians who were’ the comrades of your im- 
mortal glory and who are your brothers 
forever. 

“You shall see again the women who 
nursed you back to vigor from the feeble- 
ness of wounds and wWdnt, from the 
wretched woe of your ‘losses, and who 
pointed the dying gaze of your fellows to 
the heaven which stooped to enfold them. 

“Your eyes shall behold for themselves 
the city which proudly wrapped herself 
in your patriotic flames, from which she 
has emerged a thing of beauty and a joy 
for always. 

“You shall revisit the battlefields which 
have been consecrated by your blood, and 
where, if you lost your country, you found 
@ fame that fills the world. 

‘‘Heartily helped by our city and her 
citizens, we are building for you a place of 
reunion in which ten thousand of you may 
make the welkin ring to the music of Dixie 
and to the chorus of the rebel yell. 

“On some appropriate day of the reunion 
you shall be part and parcel of the rearing 
of that monument which shall be to Jeffer- 
son Davis, not merely because he was your 
president and dwelt as such in the capital 
of the confederacy, but because he was the 
unspeakable type of that ineffable marhood 
which made the armies of the south. 

“During your stay here there will be 
many a bivouac, Before we pass to the 
great beyond we ought to have one more 
bout and foast together. The toast shall 
be to our memories and to our confederate 
comrades wherever they may be; but it 
shall carry along with it a brave blessing 
for our fellow citizens everywhere, a de- 
termined devotion to the safety, honor and 
welfare of the entire country,

TO INCREASE THE ARMY. 


' Lajor Clem Speaks of the New Army 
Bill in Congress. 
* Major John A. Clem, of the United 
* States army, was seen yesterday and asked 
about the bill reported favorably by the 
senate committee increasing the size of 
the armry. 

“It makes,” said Major Clem, “ two ad- 
ditional regiments of artillery and gives 
twenty-five regiments of infantry by add- 
ing an extra battalion to each regiment. 
As the regiments now are each one has 
two battalions and this biil will add one 
battalion to each regiment. The army 
already has the sKeleton of these battalions. 
By a skeleton company is meant a com- 
pany of officers without the men under 
them. Having their officers already, 5,000 
men can be added to the army without any 

‘4 textra expense to the government other 
F than the actual pay of the enlisted nren.” 

The present size of the army is 25,000 
men and the addition will make it 30,000 
¢men divided into companies of fifty men 
each, but by the new addition of officers 
these companies can be doubled, making 
the army 60,000 men and all without any 
further expense other than the actual 
pay of the enlisted men.

FOR DIAZ’S LIBERTY. 


BAPTISTS ALL OVER THE COUN- 
TRY INTERESTED. 


They Are at Work Trying To Do 
Something To Secure His 
Release,

Telegrams and letters continue to pour 
into the office of the Baptist Home Mission 
board concerning the arrest of Diaz in 
Cuba. 

The Baptists are aroused all over the 
south and meetings are being hek? and 
money offered to assist the unfortunate 
missionary. 

Dr. Tichenor said yesterday that every- 
thing that could be done was being speedi- 
ly looked after, but as vet nothing could 
be settled. What the full charges 
against Dr. Diaz are no one knows. 

The manner of the arrest, the time and 
secrecy with which it was made and the 
quiet that authorities have maintained in 
regard to it all look bad for the prisoner. 

A personal telegram from Washington 
to parties in Atlanta yesterday stated that 
the secretary of state did not consider Dr. 
Diaz in any danger and believed that he 
would be speedily released. 4 

Dr. Tichenor said as he finished reading 
the messag 

“I hope this is true, but I am afraid it 
is not. I am afraid that they do not 
realize in Washington what grave danger 
Diaz is in. He has ‘been watched night 
and day for a long time and his enemies 
are men that would not lose a good chance 
to get rid of him. He is a powerful man 
and lives in the open air. Confinement in 
a Cuban prison, I believe, would kill him 
in a very short while, so whatever is to 
be done must be done quickly. 

“Diaz is too shrewd a man to eat the 
prison fare because some one perhaps un- 
known to the authorities would surely 
poison him. 

“One of the most thrilling incidents in 
his life happened some time ago when 
he was almost dead with typhoid fever. 
His youngest child was playing in the 
house when a man whom Diaz had been 
trving to convert rushed in ‘and séized 
the child. He started off at full speed, 
but not before the sick man had seen 
what had happened. Springing from his 
bed, he overtook the would-be kKidnaper 
and almost killed him by: a blow wrth 
his fist. ‘ 

“TIT merely tell this incident,” continued 
Dr. Tichenor, ‘“‘to show how some of the 
people hate Diaz and that the greatest 
danger surrounds him on all sides.”

News of Interest Among thé Insurance 
Men. 


Comptroller General Wright’s public state- 
ment the other day to the effect that since 
his occupancy of the office he has kept 
close tab on all insurance legislation and 
that at no time has there been a biil in- 
troduced at the instance of the insurance 
companies, will probably be surprising to 
many people who believe that the compa- 
nies are disposed to control or direct legis- 
lation in their own interests. It is true 
that the companies’ representatives appear 
before the legislative committees occasion- 
ally and endeavor to show the evils which 
will result from the enactment of certain 
measures, but this is always primarily in 
the interests of those who have to buy ir- 
surance protection. The assured pays all 
the cost. The companies accept the condi- 
tions made for them and collect sufficient 
premium to cover them. They are opposed 
to valued-policy laws, for example, only 
because they encourage the dishonest man 
to burn his property and guaraniee him a 
reward for it if he makes a clean job of it; 
and every dollar lost in tnat way increases 
the cost of insurance to the honest man. 
The interests of assurer and assured are 
so closedy interwoven that an injury to 
one is always an injury to the other. These 
interests can never be separated and it is 
a vain phantasy to believe that the one 
can be stabbed without inflicting a griev- 
ous wound on the other. 


A decision by the New Jersey court of 
chancery, delivered early last month, is of 
interest to life underwriters. The court 
held that a policy of life insurance, payable 
to the legal representatives of the assured, 
may be made the subject of a gift, aud that 
such gift may be effected by the mere de- 
livery, without assignment, accompanied by 
such verbal or written words as indicate 
a clear intention to give, and its acceptance 
and retention by the donee. <And if the 
person accepting the gift have an interest 
in the life of the donor, the former will 
be entitled in equity to the money due on 
the policy at- its maturity, not withstand- 
ing the conflict of laws on that subject. 
The decision was in the Travelers’ Insur- 
ance Company versus Grant et al. 

Insurance Gossip, a paper devoted to the 
interests of mutual fire insurance, made 
its appearance in this city last Saturday. 

D. E. Grove, general agent in Texas for 
the Hartford Fire Insurance Company, 
was elected an alderman of Dallas last 


Tuesday. 

The companies doing business in the In-

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HUNT TO LEAVE. 


The Popular Weather Observer Has 
Been Transferred. 


HE GOES TO BALTIMORE 


Where He Will Have Charge of the 
Weather Station—His Services in 
Government Positions.

Captain George E. Hunt, 4who for the 


past eighteen months has had charge of 
the United States weather station in this 
city, has received notice that he is to be 
transferred to the Baltimore station. 
Where he will have complete- charge. 

The news’ .will cause regret 
among the many friends which Captain 
Hunt has made during his stav in At- 
lanta, but the change is to Captain Hunt’s 
advantage and every one will be glad to 
hear of his success. 

Captain Hunt succeeded Mr. Park Mor- 
rill at this station on November 1, 1594. 
Mr. Morrill was promoted to an impor.ant 
post in the central Weather office at Wash- 
ington. 

Captain Hunt has served the national 
weather bureau for fifteen years and his 
promotions have been steady and fre- 
quent ever since he first accepted a posi- 
tion with the government. His first work 
Was done at the central headquarters at 
Washington under the direct supervision 
of the chief of the entire department. This 
work was of the greatest benefit to him 
in. enabling him to get a thorough and 
comprehensive idea of the details of the 
service and the general management of 
affairs at Washington. 

In 1884 he was sent to Albany, N. Y., 
where he served ten months. He then 
left the service for three years, but re-en- 
tered the Washington office at the expira- 
tion of that time. His new position was a 
much higher one than that in Albany. 

After a few months he was sent to Bos- 
ton, where he served two vears as first 
assistant to the director of that station. 

His first experience in charge of the 
conduct of an office for an entire state 
began in June, 1890, when he took charge 
of the office at Columbia, 8S. C. 

This was’a very important post and he 
filled it with great credit to himself and 
advantage to the service. 

Shortly thereafter he was promoted to 
the New Orleans office, where he was the 
government signal service officer and the 
director of the Louisiana state weather 
service. 

When in New Orleans he conducted The 
Louisiana Weather Journal, a publication 
devoted to the distribution of weather 
statistics of great service to the farmers. 

Under his management this publication 
became very popular and it is still 
watched for with great interest by the 
agricultural population. 

In 1881 there was a “shake up’ jn 
management of the weather bureau 
this branch of the service was transferred 
from the war department to the depart- 
ment of agriculture. Captain Hunt was 
given another office in New Orleans and 
was one of the twenty-one forecast offi- 
cials first appointed when the weather 
department was reorganized. 

In the fall of 1892 Captain Hunt was lo- 
cated at Omaha, Neb., where ne remain- 
ed until he was promoted to the Atlanta 
office. While there Captain Hunt estab- 
lished a journal similar to the one in 
New Orleans, The Nebraska Weather 
Record, which was self-supporting. It was 
an excellent journal of its class. 

Hunt’s Gcod Work in Atlanta. 

When Captain Hunt was transferred to 
Atlanta the Omaha papers spoke in the 
highest terms of him. YY 

His work in this city is too well Known 
to need mention, He established the Geor- 
gia Weather and Crop Review, on Septem- 
ber 10, 1895. His conduct of the Atlanta 
office has.been most efficient. 

The meteorological exhibit made by Cap- 
tain Hunt at the exposition was the larg- 
est and most complete that was ever seen 
anywhere. It attracted widespread atten- 
tion and won the commendation of the 
government official who inspected it. 

One important feature of Captain Hunt’s 
work which has seldom been mentioned in 
the public prints is his inspection of riv- 
ers, 
the government officials at Washington of 
the rise and fall of the following rivers: 
The Chattahoochee, Oconee, Flint, Ocmul- 
gee, Altamaha, Coosa, Etowah and Oosta- 
naula. 

Captain Hunt’s duties in the river service 
in to presage floods and to notify people 
along the streams of dangerous _§ freshet:. 
In this work he has been enabled to give 
warnings which have saved much valuable 
property. 

Captain Hunt’s forecast work during the 
exposition was watched with great interest 
throughout the country. The fct that he 
hit the nail on the dead in all but three 
predictions during the three months of the 
exposition is an illustration of his good 
judgment and his accuracy. Fickle Dame 
Weather has found one man who knows her 
eccentric habits so well that it is a difli- 
cult matter to fool him.
